MESSAGES FROM THE DEAD.

—_

The “Ghost” That Appears to Warn a
Living Person of Impending Misfor-
tune—The Strange Case of a Boston
Man and His Deceased Sister,

In the “Riddle of Personality” the
author, H. Addington Brace, discuss-
ing the proposition that human per
gonallty persists beyond the grave
cltes & number of Instances of apparl-
tions that were closely investiguted by
the Soclety PFor Psyehical Research
and says:

In order to appreciate the nature of
the evidence aceumulated, let us
glance at a few typlcal instances, each
drawn froin the society’s records and
thus sufficiently authenticated to merit
serious consideration. We may begin
with an old fashioned “ghost™ story of
the almpler sort. In this Instance the
percipient, a Mr: J., was a personal
acquaintance of F. W, H. Myers, who
obtained a first hand account of the
experience. In 1880 It appears Mr.
Q., the librarlan of X. library, died,
and Mr. J. was appointed his succes-
gor. Mr. J. had not known Mr. Q. nor
bad he to his knowledge seen any
portrait of him when in 1884, or four
years after his death, he made the old
fbrarian’s acquaintance under these
elrcumstances:

“] was sitting alone in the library
one evening late In March, 1884, fin-
fshing some work after hours, when It
suddenly occurred to me that I should
miss the last train to H,, where I was
then living, If 1 did not make haste.
I gatherd&l up some books in one hand,
took the lamp In the other und pre-
pared to leave the librarian’s room,
whichs communicated by a passage
with the main room of the library. As
my lamp Hiomined the passage 1 saw
apparently at the end of it a man's
face. 1 instantly thought a thief hud
got iuto the library. [ turned back
fnto my room, put down the books and
took a revelver from the safe, apd,
halding the lamp cautiously Dbehind
me, I made my way along the passage
foto the main room. Here I saw no
ene, but the room was large aml in-
cumbered with bookeases,

“1 ealled out loudly to the intruder
to show hlmself several times more
with the Lope of attracting a passing
policeman thau of drawing the In-
truder. Then 1 saw a fuce looking
round oue of Le hookcases. [ say
round, but it had an odd appearance,
as if the body were In the bookease, 08
the face came so closely to the edge
and I could see no body. The face was
pallid and lnirless, and the orbits of
the eyes were very deep. [ advanced
toward It, and us [ did =0 I saw an old
man with high sboulders seem to ro-
tate out of the end of the bookease
and with his back toward me apd with
a shuffiing galc walk ratber quickly
from the bookense to the door of a
small lavatory which opened (rom the
library and bLad no other access. |
heard no noise. | followed the man at
once into the lavatory and to my ex-
treme surprise found no one there.
Completely mystified, I even looked
fnto the little cupboard under the
fixed basin. There was nowhere hiding
for a child, and I confess 1 began to
experience for the first time what nov-
elists describe as an ‘eerie’ feellng. |
left the library and found I had missed
my trajn.

“Next morning [ mentioned what 1
had seen to a local clergyman, who on
hearing my description sald, ‘Why,
that's oll Q. Scon after 1 saw a pho-
togruph (from a drawing) of Q.. and
the resemblance was certalnly striking,
Q. had lost all his hair, eyebrows and
all from, T belleve, a guupowder accl
dent. His walk was a.pecullar papid,
high shouldered shuffle. Later inguiry
proved he had died at about the time
of yeur at which I saw the figure.”

This ts a capital illusteation of the
reveniant type of uapparition, the
“ghost” that visits n locality with
which it was familiar in life,

Then there Is the “ghost" that ap-
pears to warn a living person of lw-
pending wisfortune. Tike the strange
case of Mr, F. G, of Boston, who
writes:

“In 1867 my only sister, a young lady
of eighteen yeprs, died suddenly of
cholera in St Louls. My attachent
for her was very stropg and the blow
f severe one to me. A year or.so after
her death the writer became a com-
mereial traveler, and It was In 1876,
while on one of my western trips, that
the event occurred,

“I had ‘drummed’ the elty of 8t. Jo
geph, Mo, and had gone to my room at
the Pacifie House to send in my orders,
which were unusunlly large
that T was in a very hoppy frame of
mind Indeed. The honr was hizh wou,
and the sun wils oheerfully
Into my room. Whike <y Smoliiug
g clgar and wriling out iy ondes |
suddenly becatne conoclons il deme
eneg was sittiug on wy left, with o
arm resting oo the tohle
flagh 1 torned and dbsiioer!
form of my dend sister
pecond or 8o lovked Ler satuirely in il
face, and go rgure was 1 that 1t was s
that I sprang forward in delight, enll
fng her by name, and as [ did so the
uppariton instantly vanlghed. Nito-
rally ‘I was startled and dumfounded,
almost doubting my senses; hut, the
eigar In my mouth and pen in hand,
with the Ink still molst on my letter, |
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satiafied myself 1 had not been dream-
ing and was wide awake.

“Now comes the most remarkable
sonfirmation of my statement, which

eannot be doubted by those who know
what 1 state actually occurred. This
visitation or whatever you may call it
g0 lmpressed me that 1 took the next
train home, and in the presence of my
parents and others 1 related what had
cccurred. My father, n man of rare
good sense and very practical, was lo-
clined to ridienle we, 2% he saw how
earnestly 1 belleved what 1 stated. But
he, too, was amazed when later on 1
told tbhem of a bright red. Une or
serateh on the cight band slde of my
sister's face which I distinetly had
geen. When 1 wentionsd (hls, wmy
mother rose, trembling to her feet and
pearly fainted away, and #s soon as
she sufficlently recovered her self pos
sesslon, with tears strenmibg down
her face, she exclalmed that 1 had In-
deed seen my sister, as no lving mor
tal but herself was aware of that
sceratch, which she had accidentally
made while dolng sowe lttle ret of
kindoess after my sister's death. She
sald she well remembered how palned
she was to think she should have un-
intentionally marred the features of
her dead daughter and that unknown
to all how she had carefully obliter
ated all traces of the slight seratch
with the ald of powder, etc, and that
she had never mentioned it to a human
being from that day to this. In proof
pelther my futher nor any of our fam-
lly had detected it and positively were
unaware of the Incldent, yet I saw the
serateh as bright as if just made.”

Whatever the explanation of the ap-
parition, it was the means of bringing
the son home to take a long, last fare
well of his mother, for she dled within
a fortnight of his return, “happy In
her \bellef she would rejoin her favor
ite daughter In another world."

And now to turn to psychical phe-
nomeng of another type, the auditory
hallucinations by which knowledge
seems (o be conveyed of deaths occur-
ring far outside the normal ken of the
percipient. The experience of a Mr
Wambey Is typical, Once when plan-
ning & congratulatory letter to a friend
the words: “What! Write to a dead
man? Write to a dead man?" rang In
his ears, and he later found that his
friend bhad been dead for some days.
Far more blzarre was an incident re-
lated to Mr. Myers by a Mrs. Davies.
An ecquaintance of hers had changed |
her abode unexpectedly, and it was
arranged that Mrs, Davies should re-|
celve her mall untll she could eommu-
nicate her new address to her friends
and particularly to her husband, who
was in India. One evening a letter ar-
rived bearing the Indin postmark,
and Mra/Davles placed It on the chim-
pey plece, Intending to ask her brother
to hand it next day to the addressee.
Suddenly she became aware of a
gtrange ticking sound that seemed to
proceed from the letter Itself. Her
brother, too, heard It, and, ylelding to
superstition, they Imagined that the
sound meant: “Important! To be de-
livered at once!” The brother there-
upon put on his bat and carried the
letter to their friend, who found it to
be a communication from af unknown
correspondent, some servant or com-
panion, notifying her of her husband's
death.

Taken siogly, such incidents as the
above are not without impressiveness.
Consldered In the aggregate and as
massed by the thousand with corrob-
orative data carefully preserved in the
society's archives, they may well glve
one pause,
